McCoy’s attorney, the 
Commission’s letter disclosed

Furthermore, 
the Commission informed Chief 
Nally that its decision not to 
investigate did not mean that 
the complaint against Mr.

Ellen Ochoa, Ph.D. speaks at commencement: 
at Worcester Polytechnic Institute 


WORCESTER - Ellen Ochoa, 
Ph.D., the first Latina astro- 
naut and deputy director of 
flight crew operations at 
NASA's Johnson Space Center, 
delivered the commencement 
address at Worcester 
Polytechnic Institute's (WPI) 
135th graduation ceremony, 
Saturday, May 17. At the com- 
mencement, the university 
awarded 474 bachelor’s degrees, 
183 master’s degrees and 17 
Ph.D. degrees, 

During her address, Ochoa 
described to WPI’s graduates 
and community how a passion 
for learning propelled her into 
space. She left graduates with 
two observations that she and 
her space shuttle crew wrote 
into the ship log on the 
International Space Station 
during her last mission into 
space. 

“The first was our crew motto: 
‘If you're not having fun, you’re 
not doing it right.’ and the sec- 
ond was a quote from Leonardo 
da Vinci, one that I believe_ 
graduates of Robert Goddard’s 
alma mater will appreciate: 
‘When once you have tasted 
flight, you will forever walk the 
earth with your eyes turned 
skyward, for there you have 
been and there you will always 
long to return.” 

After Ochoa’s address, the 


university conferred upon her 
an honorary doctor of engineer- 
ing degree. 

Honorary degrees were also 
presented to Joseph F. 
Dobronski, ’49, retired naval 
aviator and test pilot, and for- 
mer director of flight test oper- 
ations for McDonnell Aircraft; 
and Ray H. Witt, chairman and 
CEO of CMI-Management 
Services Inc. in Smithfield, 
R.L, who was instrumental in 
the founding and success of the 
Ray H. Witt Metalcasting 
Center at WPI.

= Condon spoke first and gave 
an informative account of some 
of the environmental issues 
‘currently being addressed by 
ther department and of public 
health studies currently being 
performed, including the study

‘Wilmington 
+ Schlichtmann’s speech 
detailed a personal metamor- 
phosis. He related his first 
meeting with the eight mothers 
from Woburn and how, “just 
like a lawyer,” he attempted to 
convince them that he would 
not be able to offer them the 
help that they needed. They 
refused to take ‘no’ for an 
answer, so he agreed to do 
some initial research for them. 
According to Schlichtmann, 
his research reathed a series of 
dead ends and again he tried to 
unfetter himself from the 
Woburn families. The mothers, 
with uncommon _ resolve, 
brought their children, stricken 
with Leukemia, in ta see 
Schlichtmann. 
“How could I say no to them?” 
he asked Thursday's audience. 
Schlichtmann’s speech was 
extremely personal and reveal- 
ing, often utilizing allegories to

illustrate his journey. 

After his eight-year battle, 
which he described quite liter- 
ally as war, against W. R. Grace 
and Beatrice Foods, on behalf 
of his Woburn clients, 
Schlichtmann retreated from 
the practice of law for an 
extended period of contempla- 
tion and reflection. 

He has since served in several 
prestigious positions and has 
appeared on “60 Minutes” and 
“Nova” and many other televi- 
sion and radio shows. He has 
written many articles for scien- 
tific journals and books and 
has lectured before many civic 
groups. 

In 1990, as a member of a spe- 
cial _legislatively-mandated 
committee, he helped author a 
complete revision of the 
Massachusetts Hazardous 
Waste Cleanup Statute, which 
was subsequently enacted in 
1992. 

“(Condon and Schlictmann) 
gave very different presenta- 
tions in style; however, both 
were integral with regards to 
explaining to the public the 
complexities of researching 
and dealing with environmen- 
tal issues which has impacted 
negatively on human health,” 
said Kathleen Barry, President 
of CCN. 

Schlichtmann did not refer 
directly to the situations con- 
cerning Wilmington residents, 
but rest assured he is very well 
aware of them. 

According to Barry, CCN once 
met with Schlictmann for three 
hours and explained to him the 
environmental problems cur- 
rently being faced by 
Wilmington. The meeting cov- 
ered such issues as the contam- 
ination at the site of the Olin 
Chemical Corporation at 51 
Eames Street, the health study 
of the local incidences of child- 
hood cancer, and the situations 
at the Maple Meadow Landfill 
and the Sutton brook Disposal 
area at 79 McDonald Road. 
CCN continues to consult 
Schlictmann through Donna 
Robbins, an associate member

of CCN and one of the eight 
Woburn mothers who lost a 
child. 

“(Schlictmann) stresses the 
importance of organizing and 
public involvement,” Barry 
stated. “We have followed his 
advice and since our private 

ing of just over a year ago, 
I think a lot of good things have 
happened, environmentally, by 
our collaboration and organiza- 
tion.” 

Barry first heard 
Schlichtmann speak in Reading 
two years ago. She was moved 
by his presentation, which she 
describes as inspirational and 
spiritual, yet very informative. 

Said Barry, “He has developed 
a style which, on face value, 
contradicts the concrete style 
of Suzanne Condon and any sta- 
tistical presentation, yet he is 
able to detail to an audience 
how agonizing and emotionally 
draining environmental chal- 
lenges can actually be, taking a 
heavy toll in personal lives, 
unless the energy is channeled 
by organization, participation, 
by collaboration and hopefully 
by mediation. His understand- 
ing now is to find common 
ground and work from there.” 

As for Condon, Barry credits 
her with being an ally of CCN 
since its inception in 1999. 
Condon has become integral in 
moving forward the initiative 
proposed by CCN to develop a 
citizen-based collaborative with 
the Bureau of Environmental 
Health Assessment. 

“Suzanne (Condon) has 
always been receptive to us 
here in Wilmington with any 
request, including this one to 
come to Wilmington and talk 
about public health studies and 
how they are conducted,” Barry 
said. “I have enjoyed organiz- 
ing our efforts with her and she 
has always given us credence, 
confidence and has validated 
our concerns.” 

The cases of 20 years ago in 
Woburn appear to echo, in 
many ways, the situations fac- 
ing Wilmington today. Condon 
cited 21 cases of childhood can-

being studied in 
Wilmington right now, and they 
all happen to have occurred on 
the west side of town, where 
environmental concerns relat- 
ed to the community’s water 
supply are strong. 
“I remember the Woburn 
cases very well, and I think 
that Wilmington’s situation 


“ft is my hope that we can at 
some point in the future involve 
him,” Barry said. “I am sure 
many parties become much 
more willing to work toward 
‘that common goal of truth 
when Jan Schlichtmann is the 
arbitrator. We could only hope 
that his~schedule lightens up 
soon.” 

If Schlichtmann was to take 
an active role on behalf of 
Wilmington residents, events 
would transpire very different- 
ly from those of his previous 
landmark case. He has learned 
much from experience. His 
most strenuous piece of advice 
for citizens in such a situation 
is to get all involved parties 
together. 

“Get all the people together at 
one time and one place,” 
Schlichtmann advises. “It 
won't be easy to get them there 
at the same time. They won't 
want to be there, but you have 
to make it difficult for them not 
to be there.” 

His advice is well founded. 

“Eliminating the adversarial 
process and working toward 
mediation for all parties has 
proven successful for Jan and 
his clients in Toms River, New 
Jersey and throughout the 
country,” Barry stated. 

“You get them all together in 
one room and the truth will 
come out,” Schlichtmann con- 
cludes.

branches from privately owned 
trees when they directly inter- 
fere with electric wires in the 
public way,” Cameron says. 
“After obtaining the property 
owner’s permission, trees on 
private property interfering 
with wires from pole to house 
will be trimmed. However, our 
crews cannot trim trees or 
branches interfering with cable 
TV or telephone wires. These

The weather outside was hot 
and muggy, the temperature 
hovered around 90 degrees, and 
youth soccer and softball pro- 
grams were visibly in full 
swing. But inside of Ristuccia 
Arena, ppreacimately 16 girls 


parents watched in T-shirts and 
open-toed shoes, the girls par- 
ticipated in the last of five 
weekly skills clinics on 
Wednesday. The hour-long clin- 
ics were the brainchild of 
University of New Hampshire 
hockey star Kristen Thomas of 
Wilmington, who got her start 
in the local youth hockey pro- 
gram. 

"I'm trying to give back to the 
program that has given me so 
much," she said. 

Participating in the clinics 
were members of the 
Wilmington Squirt Division 
team, coached by John 
Fletcher. The second year 
squad, for ages 12-and-under, is 
the only all-girls team in 
Wilmington Youth Hockey. 

The team competes against 
Middlesex and North Shore 
area opponents suchas 
Winchester, Danvers, Everett, 
Woburn and Peabody. It is con- 
sidered the first step in estab- 
lishing a complete grades K-8 
feeder system for the recently 
established Wilmington High 


program. 

"I think (Wilmington girl's 
youth hockey) is going in the 
right direction," said Thomas. 
"When I was younger I was the 


only girl in the whole program, 
so this is awesome." 

The skills clinics originated 
after Fletcher and some of his 
players attended a recent 
Hockey East playoff game 
involving UNH. Thomas 
noticed the girls in the stands, 
because they were wearing 
Wilmington hockey jerseys. 

This led to Thomas attending 
a Wilmington Squirt team prac- 
tice during Christmas break. At 
the end of the practice, she sug- 
gested a summer hockey pro- 
gram. Fletcher obtained the ice 
time, and Thompson agreed to 
lead the sessions. 

The clinics focused on hockey 
fundamentals; skating, stick- 
handling and shooting. Thomas 
divided the practice time even- 
ly between by-the-books drills, 
and more imaginative fun and 
games. But whether they were 
participating in a standard 
puck-and-stick scrimmage, or 
sharpening their dexterity with 
a game of skates-only ice soc- 
cer, the girls rarely stood still. 

"Summer practice is about 
keeping their feet moving," 
said Thomas. "I hate to waste 
time, I like them to use the ice." 

Reaction from those who par- 
ticipated in the clinic was over- 
whelmingly positive. Sisters 
Sarah and Michelle Alonardo 
both thought the clinics were 
"awesome." Michelle, age 7, 
said she learned a lot from the 
practices, while Sarah, age 10, 
said she felt more confident as 
a player and looked forward to 
the Squirt Division team's 
upcoming season. Ashley 
Michaels, age 9, agreed with 


other players that Thomas was 
a very likeable person, and a 
knowledgeable teacher, and 
said after the clinics she felt 
more comfortable on the ice. 5

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Avoid eye injuries over July fourth I 


With Fourth of July nearing, 
emergency room physicians at 
Beverly and Addison Gilbert 
Hospitals are reminding people 
to make eye safety a priority if 
they are going to use fireworks 
to celebrate America’s indepen- 
dence. 

“Fireworks are capable of 
producing the worst type of eye 
injuries because they burn at 
such high temperature and 
travel at such high speed,” says 
Sandra Wozniak, M.D., chief of 
emergency services for Beverly 
and Addison Gilbert hospitals. 
“Almost all types of fireworks 
produce fast-moving, blunt 
objects. Not only is their direc- 
tion unpredictable and inaccu- 
rate, but most fireworks travel 
too fast for people to move out 
of the way.” 

Each year, approximately 
10,000 people in the United 
States suffer serious injuries 
from fireworks especially 
around the Fourth of July. Dr. 
Wozniak notes that an estimat- 
ed 1,300 of those injuries are 
serious eye injuries, one-third 
of which result in permanent 
blindness in at least one eye. 

Bottle rockets are a major 
cause of fireworks-related eye 
injuries and they cause nearly 
all the serious eye injuries 
However, other fireworks can 
rupture, burn, cut, scrape and 
severely bruise the eye and the 
lid areas surrounding the eye 


and face. Dr. Wozniak says that 
even sparklers are dangerous, 
as they emit flying particles 
that burn at temperatures up to 
1,800 degrees. 

It’s important that parents 
understand the dangers that 
fireworks pose to their chil- 
dren,” Dr. Wozniak says. “One 
night-ef entertainment is not 


worth risking a lifetime of 
blindness. The fastest way for 
people to enjoy fireworks this 
Fourth of July is to watch a 
community-sponsored display.” 

They offer the following tips 
when dealing with eye injuries: 

* If there is chemical conta- 
mination, flush the eye with 
water for 10-15 minutes. 
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* Do not try to remove any 
protruding objects from the 


eye. 

* Flush the eye with water 
to remove any debris that is 
present. 

* Cover the eye loosely (a 
paper cup taped over the eye 
will offer protection, and seek 
immediate medical attention. 


Boomers and strokes 


A recent American Stroke 
Association survey shows that 
when it comes to stroke and 
baby boomers, there is good 
news and bad news. The good 
news is that about 75 percent of 
baby boomers (people age 38- 
57) know at least one of the 
stroke warning signs and to 
immediately call 9-1-1 when 
they suspect that someone is 
having a stroke. The bad news 
is that many of the baby 
boomers are in denial about 
their own risk for stroke. 

Most boomers are quickly 
reaching age 55 where, accord- 
ing to the NHLBI’s 
Framingham Heart Study, their 
risk of stroke will begin to dou- 
ble with each successive 
decade. 

In the recent American 
Stroke Association survey, 
when participants were asked, 
“when does your risk of stroke 


increase?,” many said an age 
greater than their own. More 
importantly, they were not wor- 
ried about stroke as a health 
threat in general. 

Reason - I can’t prevent a 
stroke, so why worry? 

Truth - There are control- 
lable risk factors that affect 
stroke, such as having high 
cholesterol or blood pressure 
and smoking. Eating healthy, 
exercising and not smoking can 
help reduce risk for stroke. 

Reason - I'm not at risk for 
stroke. 

Truth - Stroke can occur at 
any time, at any age to any per- 
son. 


Doctors recommend that 
people - especially boomers - 
learn the stroke warning signs 
and teach them to their family 
and friends. Stroke warning 
signs include
